THE EDWARD L. TRUDEAU FOUNDATION 


The Trudeau Sanatorium was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from 
tuberculosis. 

The institution was definitely intended for those who could only 
pay part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has 
_ been made up by annual gifts from the public and the income from 
endowment funds. The charges to patients average three-quarters of 
the cost, but from 15 to 20 per cent receive further assistance from 
the Free Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the general mainte- 
nance and for the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed, and legacies are 
desired to strengthen the now enlarged institution. 


The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 


of the institution as now carried on: 
f 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable types 
of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients ot limited means. The 
full capacity is 185 beds. 


2. The D. Ogden Mills Training School for Nurses, established in 


1912, is for the training of young women who have arrested tuberculosis. 


3. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of 
research and teaching in tuberculosis. The fund is devoted to the 
following purposes: 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a six weeks’ postgraduate course covering the 
modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 


b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the sana- 
torium and laboratories, which provide support for young physi- 
cians and scientists while undergoing treatment. 
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c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sana- 
torium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemistry 
and pathology. It includes a large medical library. 


d. A department for Statistics, and for recording annual reports 
of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, located 
in the village of Saranac Lake, which was formerly the private 
research laboratory of Dr. Trudeau, and is now the headquarters 
of the Trudeau School and of pathological study. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Reading 
Room and Medical Library, which serves the Trudeau School and 
Fellows as well as the village physicians and where lectures are 
given. 
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THE PRESIDENTS: REPORT 


The activities of the Trudeau Sanatorium and its affiliated interests 
have gone forward during another busy and successful year. 

We have lost in Bishop Brent a beloved member of the Board of 
Trustees whose place it will be difficult to fill. 

Our generous friends have again made up the usual deficit in our 
operating expenses and have also made possible unusual additions to 
our buildings and equipment and extension of the scientific investi- 
gations carried on in the Sanatorium Laboratory and at the Saranac 
Laboratory. 

In expressing our appreciation of contributions from numerous 
friends we wish especially to note our deep satisfaction and gratitude 
in the completion of the Walter B. James Staff Building, a memorial 
to our former President, who did so much for the institution. Also 
the completion of the Mallinson Memorial Cottage and the beginnings 
of construction of the addition to the Nurses’ Home, the gift of Mrs. 
Whitelaw Reid, and of the Blumenthal Cottage, the gift of Mr. Hugo 
Blumenthal, as well as the continued generous interest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank B. Black in the work of the Saranac Laboratory. 

This substantial support continues to give inspiration to the officers 
and staff of the institution in their efforts to carry on the spirit and 
ideals of Dr. Trudeau. 

The details of the operation of the various departments are con- 
tained in the accompanying reports which would repay careful per- 
usal. | 

The retirement of Dr. Brown from the active direction of the medi- 
cal work is an important landmark in the history of the institution. 
His vigorous leadership has placed the Trudeau Sanatorium in the 
forefront of such institutions through the utilization of the clinical 
material available for the advancement of medical knowledge in tuber- 
culosis. We fortunately will retain his interest and co-operation as 
a member of the Board of Trustees and of the Medical Board, but the 
Trustees deeply regret his less active participation in the medical work 
as they recognize his invaluable and outstanding contributions to the 
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Sanatorium through so many years. Dr. Brown’s resignation has, 
however, enabled the Trustees fittingly to recognize the valuable ser- 
vices of Dr. Heise by placing him in complete control of the clinical 
department with the assurance gained from intimate knowledge of 
his devoted and efficient service of many years that the medical work 
will go on with undiminished effectiveness. 

As Dr. Baldwin points out in his report, an outstanding immediate 
need of the Sanatorium is additional support for the Free Bed Fund, 
through which we are enabled to assist those patients who are fin- 
ancially unable to meet even the moderate requirements of our regular 
rates for treatment. 

It is the earnest desire of the Trustees to help all such patients to 
the limit of our ability and as a result a very considerable amount has 
been overdrawn from our regular funds for the purpose during the 
past year. Our present resources make it impossible to continue to 
do this and a very considerable curtailment in the appropriation for 
the purposes of the Free Bed Fund will be necessary during the coming 
year unless additional funds are available. We earnestly commend 
this phase of our needs to the notice of the friends of the institution. 

The need appears to be particularly urgent in the case of trained 
nurses who in many instances find themselves without resources to 
meet the problem of a prolonged course of treatment for a disease 
often contracted in line of duty. We are hopeful that we may be 
enabled to care for this particularly appealing class of patients even 
more than in the past, but it will be impossible without additional 
funds. | | 

Other important, though perhaps less pressing, needs are indicated 
in Dr. Baldwin’s report. 

We cordially invite all friends of the Sanatorium to visit the in- 
stitution whenever an opportunity may arise and thus to learn at 
first hand of its charm, its eficiency and especially its spirit.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE AND VICE-PRESIDENT 
OF THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM 


AT THE ANNUAL MEETING, NOVEMBER 11, 1929 


It is with an increasing sense of important changes taking place in 
the Sanatorium that your chairman prepares this report. The removal 
by death of our well beloved Bishop Brent from among our group is a 
sad loss to the institution. His was a service of love and understanding 
sympathy with the afflicted. The retirement of Dr. Lawrason Brown 
from direct control of the medical service also brings to mind the 
sharp contrast between the treatment in vogue when he began, and 
how, chiefly through his efforts, the modern system of the education 
and treatment of tuberculosis has grown up. His work will endure 
and the institution owes a great debt to him. 

The year 1929 will be recorded as one of the most memorable in 
the history of the Sanatorium because of the additional buildings and 
improvements. 

The extensive system for fire protection was completed. The beau- 
tiful Walter B. James Memorial Staff Building and Lorna Valentine 
Mallinson Memorial Cottage were also finished, furnished and occu- 
pied, while the new Nurses’ Home and Blumenthal Cottage are under 
construction. Expenditures for the new water tank, heating boilers, 
pumps and connections have been a serious drain upon the general 
funds of the institution, since extra contributions last year were 
insufhcient. On the other hand the draft upon the reserve fund has 
been less than anticipated, due to a lower deficit for running expenses. 


Maintenance. An influenza epidemic in January brought the ex- 
pense of nursing higher than usual and the larger demand generally 
for infirmary care was a factor. The more frequent admission of 
patients requiring such care has been commented upon in the medical 
report. The per capita cost shows a small increase, from $24.39 to 
$24.45 per week, principally due to the above causes. The food cost 
was 0.2786 per meal. The total number of patients treated increased 
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to 499, compared with 492 in 1928. Of these, 329 were discharged. 
The daily average number of patients was 185. 

It is of interest to refer again to the continual procession of physi- 
cians and nurses admitted for treatment. From these are often re- 
cruited the staffs of our own and other institutions. 

Employed Patients. The policy of employing as many patients as. 
possible who can earn part or all their board during convalescence has 
been continued. Last year the number was 100 and their earnings 
were $28,000. Recognition is here appropriate of a great deal of 
voluntary help in the business and medical departments and in the 
Work Shop. 

Donations. Gifts to the General Fund were $20,733.74 with several 
annual donors yet to be heard from. Gifts for special objects 
amounted to $8,985.80. The following bequests were paid in and 
applied to the Endowment Fund:

Free Beds. The income from donations and endowment funds for 
free beds has been insufficient to meet the calls for aid. The total, 
though large compared with former years, was $12,547.80 as against — 
$17,038.85 charged against these funds in rebates for board, nursing 
and other expenses. There were 53 patients maintained from 7 to 
365 days on the Free Bed and 11 from 31 to 258 days on the Nomin- 
ated and Memorial Bed Funds, altogether nearly 13 per cent of those 
treated. The deficit of over $4,500 was brought about mostly by the 
prolonged care of seriously ill patients who could pay little or nothing. 
The influenza epidemic also had some part. The prospect for the 
coming year is for greater restriction unless an increase of donations 
is received. 

Construction and Improvements. The new water storage tank 
with its heating boilers, pumps, extension to water mains, new roads, 
etc., occupied the chief place in the year’s improvements. The great 
advantage of higher water pressure for both domestic purposes and © 
fire protection gives a security hitherto lacking. Less urgent needs

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have been neglected for these important additions. The work was 
conducted under the able advice of my friend, Mr. Matthews E. 
Davis, consulting engineer, who donated his services and gave much 
time in our interest. I am glad to express our sincere appreciation 
for this tribute from a former patient. The total outlay for these and 
other improvement was $35,515.33, divided as follows:

The appropriation of $6,000 from the Special Reserve Fund for 
the water works was supplemented by drafts upon the General Fund 
on the construction and improvement account. It is due entirely to 
the good management of Mr. Armstrong that we were able to com- 
plete the year without requests for further appropriations. 


The Walter B. James Memorial Staff Building. This beautiful build- 
ing was completely furnished with much taste by Mrs. James and has 
been occupied since July. It is now possible to entertain visiting physi- 
cions in a most comfortable manner and to give students working tem- 
porarily in the institution as fellows the very best quarters for study 
and recreation. 


The Lorna Valentine Mallinson Memorial Cottage. The construc- 
tion of this fine memorial was carried out under our own superinten- 
dent of buildings, Mr. Hayes. It is in use by members of the labora- 
tory staff, and with a two car garage of the same style, is most attrac- 
tive. Photographic reproductions of the new buildings will be found 
in the front pages. 
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New Nurses’ Home. Mrs. Whitelaw Reid having authorized the 
construction of a fireproof brick and stone building as planned by 
Scopes and Feustmann, the contract was awarded to Branch & 
Callanan and work begun in May. It should be completed by April 
1st, 1930, and will be connected by a corridor with the present Home, 
providing quarters with sleeping balconies for all the nurses, class 
rooms and a recreation hall. The cost will be about $120,000 without 
furnishings. No single structure in the history of the institution has 
added so much eens as this one to the stability and usefulness of 


the Sanatorium. 


The Blumenthal Cottage. The construction of this fine new six- 
room cottage contributed by Mr. Hugo Blumenthal of New York is 
well along and it should be occupied by February, 1930. It is, like 
the Mallinson Memorial Cottage, half stone and stucco with a slate 
roof and of very durable quality throughout. Mr. Blumenthal in- 
tends the cottage to be a memorial to nurses, having long been chair- 
man of the Nurses’ Training School of Mt. Sinai Hospital. 


New Map of Trudeau. In the front of the report will be found a 
new map of the grounds, prepared by a patient, Mr. John Baker, 
while convalescing, showing each building numbered to conform to 
the accompanying key. It will facilitate the finding of any cottage 
by strangers. Each patient will be supplied with one on admission. 


Aerial Photograph. ‘The aerial view was taken from a plane oper- 
ated by the Adirondack Airways of Saranac Lake and contains only 
the buildings north of the Work Shop. Several early attempts were 
unsuccessful because summer foliage prevents a complete showing of 
all the buildings. The photograph was taken by Mr. Frank Kawatch 
through the enterprise of Mr. William F. Kollecker. 


Medical Department. The institution has been operating at full 
capacity as usual and 499 patients were treated last year, 329 of whom 
were discharged. Two hundred and fifty-four remained over 90 
days, their average stay being 228 days or about 7/4 months. There 
were in addition, 27 convalescent patients who remained overtime on 
the average 193 days after the stated 6 months period of treatment. 
One hundred sixty-two new patients and ent former patients were 
examined at the Sanatorium.

The average daily census of patients in the year was 185 of whom 
19 were doubled with other patients. 


Medical Staff. Dr. Lawrason Brown who has been virtually medical 
director for the past 28 years and under whose able guidance the high 
standard of treatment has been attained, resigned from the post of 
Chairman of the Medical Board in the Spring. He will, however, 
continue as consultant so that his counsel will be available when re- 
guired. Dr. Heise, as resident physician, continues to be the active 
head and with his twenty years experience in the direct charge of ‘the 
patients, the same standards will be maintained as before. The assis- 
tants who served in 1928-29 were Dr. A. G. Hahn and Dr. Joseph 
a Pagan. “Dr: Paul Gleim, Dr. W. H. ‘Oatway, Dr: John Steidl 
and Dr. William S. Schwartz are interns who received fellowships 
from the Trudeau Foundation. Dr. A. R. Anderson left and is now 
dean of the New York Postgraduate School, while Dr. J. T. Eagan 
continues study in the x-ray laboratory. We are glad to mention the 

valuable help of Dr. I. S. Wygodski, an ophthalmologist, during his 
stay asa patient. 


Dental Department. I desire to specially mention the efficient 
service of Dr. Joseph L. Carr, who has continued his good work with 
our patients. 
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D. Ogden Mills Training School for Nurses. The school continues 


to progress in usefulness both to our institution and others. Eleven 
nurses were graduated this year, all of whom will continue their 
studies by affiliation with the Yale School of Nursing. The address 
to the graduating class was made by Miss Nina Gage, Executive 
Secretary of the National League for Nursing Education. The 
superintendent, Miss Sawtell, and Miss Tibbits have been assisted in 
the teaching by the medical staff and visiting physicians as usual, 
assistance which is of unusual quality as shown by the good standing 
obtained by our graduates. One of the modern methods of grading 
by intelligence tests has been carried out for our pupils by Superinten- 
dent Howard V. Littell of the Saranac Lake schools, to whom due 
acknowledgement is made. We have now in the school 24 pupils, 
besides one postgraduate and one affiliating nurse. 


The X-ray Department. A further increase of 10% over the pre- 
ceding year in the number of examinations made in the laboratory is 
recorded by our able Roentgenologist, Mr. H. L. Sampson (from 7800 
to 8376). There were 26,000 films used and the storage of these 
valuable records has become an acute problem. There are at present 
11 ex-patients employed as clerks and assistants. The demand for 
portable x-ray work at the bedside has been an increasing one. 
Students and visitors continue to take much time of the staff. 

The third annual x-ray examination was made of the 1400 Sara- 
nac Lake school children, an experiment having an important bearing 
on the early diagnosis of tuberculosis. | 

The Research and Clinical Laboratory. The value of Dr. Petroff’s 
studies on the separate kinds of tubercle bacilli has been quite generally 
recognized. There is now a new outlook for the study of the disease 
as a result of his discovery. It is possible that types of disease may be 
distinguished in a more accurate manner. The ample support fur- 
nished by his friends is a further tribute to our faith in the future. 
Additions to the staff were: Dr. C. Mezei of Paris, Mr. Thomas 
Jordan, and Miss Carol Fisher, research pathologist following the 
Misses Sherwood and Downing, resigned. Many visiting bacterio- 
logists have been studying the methods devised by Dr. Petroff. 

The lack of space for workers has been an increasing problem, | 
and plans are already prepared for an addition when the needed 
funds are obtained. 
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The Saranac Laboratory. The larger staff made possible by the 
increased resources has been actively prosecuting the study of harmful 
dusts in relation to tuberculosis. Dr. Gardner, and Mr. Cummings, 
the chemist, have been successful in developing methods which can be 
used to explain the effect of dangerous forms of dust. Among others 
they have taken up the study of asbestosis, a disease resulting from 
the mining of asbestos. The aid furnished by the Bureau of Labor 
of the U. S. Public Health Service is now supplemented by a grant 
of $5,000 a year each from the Commonwealth Fund and the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company and another $1,000 donation by 
Mrs. Frank B. Black. The additional income has made possible the 
employment of Dr. Dowd, a bacteriologist. 

A gift of $2,500 for an animal house was received from Mr. Ernest 
W. Smoot of Washington. It will be constructed on a lot furnished 
by Dr. Francis B. Trudeau. 


The Medical Library. This library now contains 4,593 volumes, 
besides 7,300 reprints. There are 89 periodicals received, including 
those used in the laboratories. The librarian, Miss Margaret Hort, 
and her assistant, Miss M. H. Van Dine, continue to serve most 
admirably. During the 25th anniversary meeting of the National 
Tuberculosis Association an exhibit was made from the collection 
of old photographs and a model of the first cottage at Trudeau, the - 
“Little Red’, was exhibited. 


The Mellon Library. With the increased endowment received from 
Mrs. Mellon and the constant stream of readers, the library has been 
increasingly used. Under the guidance of several patients who have 
acted as librarians in succession, books are delivered to many bed 
patients. Mrs. Lawrason Brown has maintained a constant interest 


in obtaining new books. 


The Scholfield Memorial Work Shop. The increased usefulness of 
occupational therapy as an aid to recovery in tuberculous patients 
has been recognized everywhere, but nowhere more than at Trudeau, 
where probably the first use of it was made. Last year 368 patients 
were taught 14 different crafts under the direction of Miss Alma 
Pierce and her associates, Miss Hunt, Miss Schiefer and Mrs. 
Covalenco. Of these, 36 patients were taught while in bed at the 
infirmaries. Our acknowledgements are due to the Misses Duncan, 
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Rill, Millicent Pierce, Mrs. Berry and Mr. Van Buskirk for assistance. 
We mention with gratitude the support of Mrs. Meredith Hare and 
gifts from Mrs. Walter B. James. 


The Baker Memorial Chapel. The annual service in memory of the 
late Dr. Trudeau was held by the Rev. George F. Bambach of St. 
George’s Church, Schenectady. Other visitors have rendered service 
in behalf of the patients, including the Rev. R. A. Kurtz of Buffalo 
and Rev. M. P. Grange Leonard of London, representing the “Toc H” 
society, and the Rev. Albert Auné of New York. The local ministers 
were Rev. R. P. Miller, Rev. John L. Cole; Rev. Hiram Lyon, and 
Rev. Father O’Connell. The St. Luke’s choir has continued to give 
Easter music and the organists, Miss Carolyn Manning of St. Luke’s 
and Miss Stella Paul of the Presbyterian Church, have given their 
services as substitutes in the absence of Mr. Hennigar. 


The Thursday Evening Club. The variety of talent useful for 
entertainment is dependent upon those patients able to participate, 
and the greater caution used in later years has had a somewhat re- 
straining influence on them. Outside contributions have been gener- 
ously given, however, in the form of music, monologues and lectures. 
Dr. Alexander Bruno gave a cinema presentation of the sanatorium 
in Savoy known as the “French Saranac”. Mr. William Morris and 
his guest entertainers enlivened one afternoon. Our annual Boston 
Symphony concerts and Camp Riverdale Boys Glee Club were fully 
enjoyed. A specially stimulating lecture was given by our distin- 
guished medical friend, Dr. James J. Walsh on the subject, ““The Art 
or Living.” } 

Trudeau School of Tuberculosis. The fifteenth session was attended 
_ by the full enrollment of 25 students, representing to a larger degree 
than ever before the younger physicians. One-half of them had 
experienced tuberculosis themselves. Seven scholarships were granted 
besides seven summer internships for third year undergraduates. Eleven 
states, Canada and Roumania were represented on the list. The lec- 
turers were Dr. Allen K. Krause of Baltimore, Dr. Emanuel Libman 
of New York, Dr. Homer Swift of New York, Dr. George M. MacKee 
of New York and Dr. E. A. Locke of Boston. 

A satisfactory demand for this course is evidenced by the advance - 
enrollment of physicians. The co-operation of the staffs of various 
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institutions and of physicians in Saranac Lake has made the teaching 
possible each year and the school is under much obligation to them. 
I would especially mention Drs. Bray, Duerschner, Wilson and Smith 
of Ray Brook Sanatorium, Dr. Powers of Stony Wold and Dr. May- 
hew of Sanatorium Gabriels. The village physicians, besides those on 
our own staff, are Drs. Kinghorn, Price, Trembley, Welles, Blanchet, 
Mayer, Wilson, Cone and Lent. 


The Trudeau Foundation. With the added income the scientific 
investigations and other activities supported by the Foundation have 
expanded. The unique part of this institution is frequently over- 
looked, i.e., the fact that practically all the workers are ex-patients and 
most of the advances in the knowledge of tuberculosis are made by 
them. Last year 33 formerly tuberculous persons were maintained 
wholly or in part. Publications were six in number. Fellowships 
granted were seven, five being for clinical and two for laboratory 
study. a 

Additional pledges were made for the Saranac Laboratory by the | 
Commonwealth Fund and Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
which have already been mentioned. These were secured through 
the successful pleas of Dr. Kinghorn and Dr. Gardner. The generous 
action of Mrs. Frank Black in adding to her previous gifts is another 
help to be gratefully mentioned. .
